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BASIC- ABSTRACT: 

The container comprises two hemispheres (1, 2) . One half has a lip around its 
diameter which fits into a matching recess in the other half, forming a seal. Both 
parts have flattened bases each end to enable them to stand upright and both are 
fitted with a handle (5, 6) each side. One half has graduations (7) on its inner 
surface, used for measuring out the liquid ingredients. After this operation, the 
salad or other solids are inserted and the two halves fitted together. The assembly 
is shaken , holding the handles and then allowed to drain into a covered recess (3, 
4) in the lower half.

TWO-PART MIXING RECEPTACLE OF ANY DESIRED HOLLOW 

FORMS 


(b) The present invention relates to general devices which are used in 
private households and professionally, and which allow to shaice, either 
manually or automatically, the contents in a double mixer receptacle without 
having to employ the customary utensils and without the risk of the user 
getting splattered. 

(c) In order to shake liquids or solids (for example, a salad), 
containers are used in conjunction with specific utensils such as spoons and 
forks which entail the risk causing splattering in the course of the operation. 

(d) The inventive device allows the substance or substances or the 
liquid being shaken to be coated, impregnated or kept separated prior to 
shaking. Furthermore, in order to turn, shake, stir, blend, mix, agitate. 
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move, and turn over, the content (for example, a salad) the inventive two- 
part mixing container allows this operations to be accomplished without the 
risk of splattering the user or ejection of the solid substances. 

(e) The exemplary embodiment of the device according to the present 
invention, as illustrated in the accompanying drawing, comprises a male 
portion 1 closing a female portion 2. On the base of the female portion 2 is a 
device 3 such as a horizontal grid, wire rack, frame, or the like, which may 
be attached or locked, as desired. The two portions 1 and 2 are connected in 
a non-permanent manner, i.e., screwed, assembled, hinged, pinned, linked, 
or magnetized. The device 3 allows the liquid or the liquids, fatty 
substances or the like, to be separated from the material to be shaken or 
mixed. The recess 4 situated on the base of the female portion 2 within the 
device 3 serves as reservoir in which the excess liquid, fatty or non- fatty 
substances are collected after shaking. 

Each portion, male of female, is provided with two handles in such a 
way that when the two portions are nested in a sealed manner by a screw 
joint or any other system, they form an assembly of four superimposed or 
juxtaposed handles. This assembly of handles is obtained by manual 
pressure and ensures the seal of the entire system during the operation. 
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Any type of existing or future materials may be used in the fabrication 
of receptacles 1 and 2 and device 3. The accompanying drawing illustrates 
an exemplary embodiment made of plastic currently used for food and in 
accordance with the current regulations. 

The double mixing receptacle is used by pouring liquid or fatty 
substances into the male portion 1 to a level defined by the graduation 7. 
Then the solid or non-solid food is placed in the same portion; the male 1 
and female portion 2 are subsequently joined. The seal is obtained by 
nesting, locking, or pressing portion 1 onto portion 2 with the help of manual 
pressure exerted on the juxtaposed handles 5 and 6 and each being integral 
with portion 1 and integral with portion 2. 

The user need merely shake, agitate, or activate the unit comprising 
the receptacle in two mixing portions in order to shake the material perfectly 
without any risk of spattering. When the materials mixed in this manner is 
ready to use, the user leaves either portion 1, or portion 2 standing taking 
into account the optional features. It will be understood that owing to the 
device 3 (grid) and the reservoir 4, the female portion 2 allows the excess 
liquid to pass through or to be collected in the reservoir 4. 

(f) The inventive device can be used in any situation calling for 
shaking, etc., of any food stuffs or the like that require to be mixed. 
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Claims 

1 . Mixing receptacle characterized in that said receptacle comprises a 
graduated hemisphere (1) which is placed on another hemispheric body (2) 
terminating in the lower portion in a recess (4) into which a grid (3) is 
placed, with each of the two elements terminating in a base which allows 
said receptacle to stand; said receptacle comprising two handles (5 and 6) 
which allow handling while ensuring the closure of the two receptacles. 

2. Receptacle for mixing salad as defined in Claim (1) and allowing 
the ingredients to be mixed, characterized in that the recess (4) receives the 
excess liquid fi-om the ingredients. 

3. Receptacle for mixing salad as defined in Claim 1, characterized in 
that each of the receptacles comprises a recess (4) and a sieve. 
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
